Extract of a letter from Ram-mohun 
fo Mr. Ward.—* After a journey of 
two days, we arrived at Etik-poora. 
The, next day I took some books, and 
went into the market-place, where ma- 
ny Mussulmans were assembled. I 
sat down with some Persian books in 
my hand: many came reuad me, and 
asked, ‘ Whence do you come? What 
books are those in your hand?’ I 
gave thei the history of our Lord's 
incarnation. ‘They replied, ‘We nev- 
er heard these words before.” A mus- 
sulman at length very eagerly took a 
book, declaring he would take it into 
his own country, Bhoopal, and exam- 
ine it well there, for that it was only 
good tidings. Bhoopalis three weeks’ 
journey from Elik-pocra. 

“The next day the gentleman had 
an interview with the Nabob, when the 
sacred hook was meutioned to his 
Highness, whe replied that he would 
hear, and that he would call before 
him the person who had brought it. 
After two days, when the court was as- 
sembled he called me, and I went to 
court with the New Testament in my 
hand, where sat the Nabob Sulavut- 
khan, and Phutejung Bahadur, and a 
large assembly of distinguished per- 
sons. When [arrived in his presence, 
he desired me to sit near him, and 
said, ‘Of what cast are you? Explain 
the nature ef your book.’ T explain- 
ed to him particelarly what Christ had 
done for me, and the necessity there 
was for my trusting in him. I also 
read the Sth chapter of Matthew. 
Hearing this, he expressed great pleas- 
ure, and directed me to leave the New 
Testament with him ; saying, he would 
examine it qvell. 


“The Nibob haviag iaus receive 
the sacred volume, { was full of hop® 
that other Mussu!maus would gladly 
hear the word: and when I returned 
from court, many Mussulnanscame to 
me, and heard the word, and teok 
books to read; so that thisday I gave 
away twenty Persian and Naguree 
books. 

“ Bakur-Hosen, a very rich man, 
lives pear the palace: passing by his 
house one day, Ite called me from the 
top of his house, and asked me, ‘ What 
countryman are you, and why are you 
come ©’ | answered, ‘lam come from 
Bengal, to proclaim the good. vews re- 
syecting our Lord Jesus, and I have 
brought with me this book—[showing 
him the book.) He said,‘Come into 
my house,’ and ordered the sipahee to 
direct the door-keeper to let me in. 
lie rose to receive me, took me by the 
hand, and made me sit by his side. I 
then made knewn the\coming of the 
Saviour to give his life for sinners, with 
which he was filled with astonishment, 
and desired me to call upon him eve 
cay as long as we stayed at Elik-poora, 
adding, ‘1 shall order niv servants to 
admit you whenever you wish tocome 

“In this way, for twenty-one days 
we continued in this city. Many 
heard the word with joy. One day I 
met theeldest son of the priest of the 
Nabob: seeing « Persian book in my 
hand, be dismounted from his horse, 
took the book in his hand, and after 
reading a little, invited me to go to his 
house, andsee his father. I went, and 
his father requested me to give him 
the same kind of book I had given to 
the Nabob. Jgave him one; and af- 


ter reading a little he said, ‘ This book 
of Jesus the Nessiah is true ; and this 
excepted, there is no chance for us. 
As you say, men have so sinned, that 
in their own merits they can never 
approach God: this also is true? <I 
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thenexplained to him the sufferings of 
Christ, by which the way of reconcili- 
ation to God has been secured. Hear- 
ing this, the son said, ‘Father, we re- 
peat the name of Muhuminud-Rusool, 
and constantly read his shastra; but 
we never read in his beox words like 
these.’ As long as I stayed at this 
place, the young man came to me 
daily, heard and read the word of the 
Lord, and was exceedingly fond of 
the. New. Testament, keeping it con- 
Stantly near him. <A few others 
heard the word with apparent plea 
ure, 

“From henee we went to Umura- 
vuttee, and stayed there six days. I 
here distributed Mahratta books. A 
servantof the English Resident, when 
he had obtained a book, and had read 
it, and heard it explained, said, ‘ God 
is very gracious to me, thus te send to 
me the lioly Book: I will read it to 
alimy friends.” He called many of 
the inhabitants,and made known the 
contents of the New ‘Testament, and 
gave away to them tenor twelve cop- 
ies: he himself heard the word draly, 
and with the New Testament in his 
hand went to the Jumudar of the city, 
and gaye it to him, thus honeuring 
the uname of our Lord, and dec haying 
that.all their books and pootanns were 
the writings of man, and dil the mind 
nogeod. He has many Hindeo beaks 
hy bina, and used to read thet dil. 
He now said he would read the Holy 
Book daily: it would do lus mind 
goo!, | therefore left with him a 
New Testameut and some simail 
pacis.”

tablished. The chief cause of this 
opposition appears to be that distin- 
guishing charactertstic of the Socie- 
ty’s sysiem, which, in universal estima- 
tion,ought to be deemed its princi- 
pal excellence, namely, the intro? uc- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures into the 
Schools, and the eliildren being taught 
to read, reverence. love, tud obey the 
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pure Word of God. The Committee, 
however, are happy to remark, that 
the designs and operations of the So- 
ciety, of which the — of Divine 
truth, in a region of darkness, super- 
stition, and depravity, is a principal 
part, begin te be correctly understood, 
and highly valued by those, at least, 
jor whose benefit they are chiefly in- 
tended : in consequence of which tlie 
intolerance and bigotry of those Cath- 
olic priests; who have attempted to 
break up the Schools, and severely 
threatened and denounced ‘such par- 
ents as have sent their children to 


be instructed therein, have had but 


a very partial and temporary effect. 
On this subject a valuable corres- 
pondent thus writes :—* Partial oppo- 
sition still exists, but it produces no- 
thing more serious than driving in our 
out-posts; we soon recover the ground 
we had lost, and such occurrences are 
In the Quar-

“ The Rev. (says the before- 
mentioned correspondent,) has reques- 
ted that ovr School should be removed, 
for the better convenience of the 
ple, to his chapel. He has: publicly 
desired his parishoners not to be in- 
timidated, or prevenied from embrac- 
ing the opportunity afforded them of 
having their children ‘educated there- 
in, by bad reports, which, he said, were 
all misrepresentations, and originated 
in ignorance and superstition. He 
further assured them, that the books 
used inthe Schools were all good, and 
that it was his wish that all their chil- 
dren should be educated in the Schools 

ofthe Hibernian Societv. It is a re- 
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markabl: instance of the Divine fa- 
vour, that the priests who have been 
tolerant and friendly towards the 
Schools, are situated in places where 
their power is absolute, and where the 
Society has not a single friend to coun- 
teract their influence if it had beer 
hostile.” 
The Committee hope to have the 
pleasure of recording, in future Re- 
ports, a great and exteusive increase 
of this liberal and enlightened spirit 
among the Catholic clergy: because 
they conceive that the measures which 
the Society pursue, are evidently di- 
rected to the of individuals, and 
the peaceand welfure of the commu- 
nity ; that they are calculated to excite 
patriotism, to sefien bigotry, and to 
disarm intolerance; and that the ef- 
fects which have already been produ- 
ced by them, are strikingly beneficial 
to our SisterCountry. On thissulject, 
the following representations, from a 
very intelligent gentleman in Ireland, 
are conceived to be strictly just, and 
peculiarly encouraging: “ It is indeed 
truly pleasing, that none of the dis- 
tricts, in which our Sc!ools have been 
established, have been at all disturb- 
ed; and were the disturbances to ex- 
tend to the counties wherein the 
Schools are placed, though they might 
more or less prevail, as the number of 
adults hitherto benefited bear but a 
small Pe dep to the population of 
those districts, yet I think that the evils 
would by no means have such a gen- 
eral spread in them, asin districts less 
favoured with Scriptural light and in- 
struction. But it is when the rising 
generation, the material of the Schools, 
come into action, that the salutary ef- 
fects of the operations of the Hiberni- 
an Society will be fully developed.

On this subject, 
the following representations, from a 
very intelligent gentleman in Ireland, 
are conceived: to be strictly just, and 
peculiarly encouraging: “ itis indeed 
truly ple asing, that none of the dis- 
tricts, in which our Sec 1o0ls have been 
established, have been at all disturb- 
ed; and were the disturbances to ex- 
tend to the counties wherein the 
Schools are placed, though they might 
more or less prevail, as the number of 
adults hitherto benefited bear but a 
small preportion to the population of 
those districts, yet I think thatthe evils 
would by no means have such a gen- 
eral spread in them, as in districts less 
favoured with Seriptural light and in- 
struction. But it is when the rising 
generation, the material of the Schools, 
come into action, that the salutary ef- 
fects of the operations of the Hiberni- 
an Society will be fully developed. 
‘The change may thea be expected to 
be most important and elorious. The 
political incendiary, and the intoler- 
ant and bigotted priest, will lose their 
influence ; every succeeding genera- 
tion will be removed farther from their 
grasp; error, superstition, and disloy- 
alty will give place to religion, indus- 
try, domestic and national peace, and 
all [rio stretch forth her hands to 
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God, and hift up her voice to Him, iu 
shanks and praise.” 

The Comittee have now to re- 
port, and to express their gratitude for, 
the assistance which this Institution 
has been favoured with from various 
Societies in the course of the last 
year. 

The British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, with its wonted liberality, has 
presented thirteen hundred Irish, and 
oue thousand English, ‘Testameits. 

fn Ireland,the Roscommon Aunilta- 
ry Bible Society, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Bishop of Elphin, has fa- 
voured this Institution with eight hun- 
dred ‘Pestaments, and the Sligo Branch 
Society with three hundred Testa- 
hhents. 

The Committee have printed a new 
and improved edition of the Spelling 
Book used in their Schoois, consisting 
of 15,000 of ihe first, and the same 
number of the second part. ‘Phese 
have been forwarded to Ireland, and 
have proved a very seasonable supply. 

The Members of this Society can- 
not fail to observe thet the Report 
which is now presented to them is of a 
practical kind ; that the 1 ature and the 
designs of this Institstion having been 
fully developed upon former oce asic ns 
the Committee have rest int ted then ss 
scives, almost wholly, to a brici narra- 
tion of its existing eper: ations, 1S Cve- 
dent effects, an’ its actual! mfive: ces. 
Iv is pre sued, that these are so initet- 
esting ip their nature, and or such vast 
lin portance in them conse que CUS, US 

simply to gratify the benevolence which 
havs plea aa, and the liberality which 
has cherished and support ted them ; . 
and also te excite a strong feeling i 
the minds of the religious public, iH 
favour of an Institution, whose designs 
nid exertions have already produced 
resuits so beveticial to fre'and, and so 
interesting to every subject oi the Uni- 
ted Ningdem. 

‘She Committee most earnestly in- 
vite general co ‘sideration to the eb- 
jects which the iberman Society em- 
be: aces; lo the hnport: ince of its oper- 
ations; to the suceess with which it has 
pleased God to crown its eflorts; and 
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to the pleasing and animating pros- 
pect of enlarged and permanent use- 
fulness, if the patriotic and pious libe- 
rality of the public, shall so replenish 
its funds, as to enable the Commitee 
to comply with earnest solicitations, 
and to act upon urgent necessities, by 
hcreasing the number of its schools. 
Much important information, and ma- 
nY wnopressive and affecting incidents 
will be found in the appendix to this 
Report. ‘Phe whoie will be seen to 
present a mass of the most pleasing in- 
telligence, and to include details, which 
will surely strengthen the hands, giad- 
den the hearts, and animate the exer- 
tious of every Member of this husti- 
tution. 

lt only remains for the Committee 
to mention two points, which they ieel 
it to be an impressive duty to bring to 
the consideration of this meeung, for 
the purpose o° shewing the mumediate 
necessity of ereat exertions to replen- 
ish the funds of this Institution. The 
firstis, the enlarged operations of the 
Society during the last year, which 
have produced an increase of above 
7,000 pups in the Schools under its 
patronage, and which now present an 
ageregate of upwards of 19,000 schol- 
ars of both sexes, who are partaking 
the privileges of education, and the 
blessings of Scriptural imstruetion, at 
the expence of this institution. The 
otlier pot is, that applications for 
opening additional Schoo!s, and facil- 
ities for extending this important and 
benevolent system to other counties, 
than those whieh have hitherto been 
benefitted by it, ave continually pre- 
sented to the views and wishes of the 
Commitiee; but which they cannot 
venture to prosecute until the pecun- 
lary concerns of the Society shall re- 
ceive such a necessary and appropri- 
ate increase, as shall enable the Com- 
mittee to discharge the present debt to 
the Treasurer, aud also afford them 
fair aud just encouragemeut to ex- 
tend the eperations of the Society. 

Phe expenditure of this year ex- 
ceeds that of the last more than 10002, 
leaving a balance due to the Treasurer 
of upwards of G00/. as appears by the 
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statement of accounts annexed to this 
Report, This arises from the exten- 
sion of the Schools and the augmented 
number of the Scholars, so that it is 
evident, should there he even no addi- 
tion made to the present number tn 
the ensuing year, there will still be a 
growing and very great deficiency in 
the funds of the institution, untess the 
zeal and |iberality ofthe religious pul)- 
lic shall be exerted to increase them. 
The Committee have endeavoured to 
give a plain and correct representa- 


= of the present state of the Socie-. 


Ss pecuniary concerns, in cannection 
with its past operations and its future 
prospects. And, being persuaded that 
every member of this Institution is ful- 
ly convinced of the importance of its 
objects, is highly gratifed with the 
success cfits exertions, and is cordial- 
ly interested in the unremitting prose 
cution ofits labors, and the extended 
sphere of its beneficence ; they indulge 
the most sanguine hopes, that individ- 
ual and collective efforts will be earn- 
estly and successfully made, both in 
J.ondon and in the country, to provide 
for present exigencies, and to supply 
ineans for future and abundant useful- 
ness. 

The Committee conceive that they 
cannot more appropriately and effect- 
ively conclude their Report, than by 
inserting the following “ Extract from 
a Report of the Sligo Branch of the 
Hibernian Bible Society, ” which makes 
such honowrable and commendatory 
mention of the designs and operations 
of this Institution, Your Committee 
presume that the practical good daily 
arising from the Schools established in 
various parts of our country, by the 
Lendon Hibernian Society, has not 
escaped the notice ofthe public. This 
Association has been for years Jabour- 
ing to civilize the voor of Ireland; 
and, though discouraged by difficulties, 
which et first appeared insurmornta- 
ble, their philanthropic exertions have 
keen wonderfully blessed with  suc- 
cess: and they can now boast of hav- 
ing 17,000* children of the very poor

thag 19,090. 
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receiving instruction wader their care. 
sy means of these Schools, the Word 
of Gol has forced its way into the 
most unentightened parts of your 
country. Villages and glens, denied 
by nature the cheering beams of the 
sun, have received ainple compensa- 
tion in having their hithe ‘to unpierced 
clouds ef ignorance d spelled by the 
rays of the Gospel. The Bible has 
now become the class book of the 
Hedge School, and has supplanted 
those foolish legends which poisoned 
ihe minds ofthe youth. The children 
mest necessarily iinbibe all their ideas 
of good and evil from this pure foun- 
tain of morality. ‘Vhe attention of 
the parents has been arrested be the 
reading of their children at home, and 
in many plac es they have attended, 
with adu'ts, the evening Schools which 
have been opened for instructing per- 
sons, prohibited by their daily voces 

pations from giving up anv other por- 
tion of their time. Nor is this the on- 

ly effeet of the circulation of the Word 
of God. - Your Committee have been 
credibly informed, that in several re- 
mote villages of your comtry, fumbers 
of persons, anxious to receive Serip- 
tural knowledge, meet together after 
the close of ihe Evening Schools, not 
as formeriy, to witness scenes of idle 
amusement, drunkenness, and gaming, 
or to enter into illegal combinations 
and dangerous conspiracies: but to 
hear the Sacred Volume read aloud to 
them, and to ltisten to those sublime 
precepts, which inculcate love to their 

neighbours, loyaity to their king, and 
reverence to their God.” 





Narrative of the Journey of Mr. Read 


and others to Caffraria. 
Be‘helsdorp, May 21, 1816. 
Honoured and Dear Brethren, 

I hasten to give an eccount 
of ow excursion into Caffraria; 
which, I doubt not, will be interesting, 
and cause every heart to glow with 
holy admiration at what the Lord is 
doing upon the earth. Surely the 
time is not far distant when ‘ all the 
ends of the earth shall see the salvation 
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. our God? You must bear with me 
in my details, and make what abvidg- 
ments you think proper, before you 
print thetn. 

We left Bethelsdorp on the Ist of 
April, and took a new route to Theo- 
polis, by a road which our people were 
culling, through immense woods, on 
the hanks of the Sunday River, which 
was to ake about six hours difference 
iu the distance to that new station. 
We arrived at the New Ford at sun- 
set, and got safely through, though 
the water was so high that it came in- 
to the wagon; but the road being 
unbeaten, we spanned out*, to slay 
ull the morning 

In the morning we overtook our 
people, twenty in number, who were 
making the read ; and having spanned 
out, and brenkfasted, we proceeded 
with them, and assisted to cut through 
ihe wood to get the wagons through ; ; 
hut with hard labour we could not ac- 
complish our work until midnight, 
and were obliged to make large fires, 
by the light of which to cut down trees 
and level banks for the wagons. We 
could have waited till the morrow ; 
but were afraid of the elephants falling 
upon us, and there was no way to es- 
cape. We saw two of those animals 
in the afternoon, at some distance 
from us; but met with no molestation. 
We were all very tired and hungry 
when we got through the woods. The 
young chief Tzatzoo conducted the 
worship ; but when praying for the 

Catlres, he was so much aflected, that 
another concluded for him. Although 
it was so very late, and all were much 
tired, few seemed sleepy ; and I heard 
many before day-light in earnest 
prayer. 

In the morning we examined the 
woods to be cut through, and thought 
proper to send the wagons over a 
mountain, to escape three vallies 
which were to be cut through. We cut 
through one, and towards evening 
another, of upwards of half a mile 


* The phrases spanning in and spanning 
oul, signify putting their oxen {o the Wag- 
vias, or ‘taking s them off. 
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wide; and night coming on, we were 
obliged to continue there. 

I had selected five persons to ac- 
company Brother Williams, who had 
a knowledge of the Caffre language ; 
four of whom were members of the 
ay at Bethelsdorp. One of these 

Jan Links, appeared at first very re- 
luctant ; but he said, the Lord had 
shown hiim his sin in such a manner, 
that he had been almost lifeless; and 
now, with great joy, lie was willing to 
fellow Christ wherev er he should lead 
him. 

On the third day we proceeded a 
great way; but suffered much for 
want of water, having had none since 
we left Sunday River. The pack- 
oxen and horses were dispatched to a 
fountain ; but the water was so brack- 
ish that we could scarcely drink it; 
and we could not get fresh water till 
sun set. This place was a resort for 
numerous wild beasts, especially ele- 
phants. <A little after dark three 
soldiers of the 83d regiment met us: 
they*had heard of our approach, and 
were sent by the sergeant to conduct 
us to the post, where we arrived about 
an hour after. The officer was not at 
home. The sergeant tried to make us 

comfortable ; but the only thing he 
had was a little wild mint-tea, and a 
good fire; but we soon set up our 
tent, and partook of the first regular 
meal since we had left Bethe! sdorp. 
We had service. Brother Williams 
preached in English to the soldiers, 
and ! to our people in Dutch language. 
There were two soldiers who said 
they had belonged to the Methodists, 
but had fallen away ; and one openly 
confessed that he had never served 
God with a whole heart; and finding 
it impossible to serve both God and 
Mammon, he concluded it was best to 
return to the world; yet he said he 
loved good people ; ‘and spoke highly 
of a Hottentot woman, a member of 

sethelsdorp who was at the post with 
her husband, as being so zealous, that 
she was exhorting sinners, day and 
night, to come to Christ. 

We left the post in the morning after 
worship, the oxen having been brought 
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I intended to have taken him with me 
to Caffraria; but the morning I left 
Bethelsdorp, sending for him from the 
field, found the wolves had killed him. 
1] tried to hire a horse at Grahain’s 
‘Town; and sent off two of our boys to 
Blaauw Krans to fetch me one I had 
hired; but these not coming soon, we 
began to be alarmed, and the horses 
with us disappeared while we were 
praying ; avd we could not find them 
till next day at noon, nor did the boys 
yeturn earlier. We felt thankful for 
the return of the boys with the horses, 
and set off, hoping to be in Caffraria 
on Lord’s day; but halted at the bot- 
tomof the mountain to make signals 
on the morrow. 
On Saturday, two men were dis- 
patched to the end of the mountain to 
make fires, agreeably to an appoint- 
ment made with the Caffres, who had 
been at Graham’s Town ; but we were 
in the evening greatly disappoinied 
by their returning without seeing a 
Caffre. We were rather dejected 
and being near the Fish River we 
were careful to tie the oxen and horses 
to the wagons by night, for fear of 
straggling Caffres. Three of the bre- 
thren, in the night, agreed to set off to 
Conga’s Kraal, to procure a couple 
of men as guides; and intended to re- 
turn in the evening. They, there- 
fore, set off early in the morning; and 
our hearts were lifted up for their 
rotection. We had a prayer meet- 
ing in the morning. I preached in 
the forenoon from Joshua i. 12: 
words that had been for several days, 
at times, strongly on my*mind. In the 
afternoon, we enjoyed together the 
Lord’s Supper in the tent, and com- 
mitted ourselves to God. Several were 
much affected. We had twelve per- 
sovs with us; nine of whom were 
members of the church at Bethels- 
dorp, and whose prayers and supplica- 
tions for the Cafires were incessant. 
Brother Williams preached in the 
evening, from Ps, xxv. 8, with much 
freedom. 
On Monday we were in anxiety, be- 
cause our people did not return; and 
our patience was nearly exhausted, 


In the afternoon, several elephants 
presented themselves in the bushes be- 
fore us. Brother Williams rode to 
the top of .he mountain to look out for 
the people ; and the rest of us had a 
prayer-meeting. . Brother Tzatzoo 
prayed last; and no sooner had he 
risen from his knees, than we saw the 
people approaching with Cafires, whom 
we received with great joy, every one 
being eager to converse with them. 
One was an intelligent man, and spoke 
good Dutch; the other was astonished 
at the friendly reception we gave him ; 
and said he was surprised that a white 
man should shake Suede with such a 
black crow as he was. He said he 
could not-say much that evening, for 
all was like a dream ; but after he had 
slept, and knew it wasreality, he should 
talk. 

16th. We spanned in early ; but go- 
ing down a mountain, my wagon was 
overset; yet nothing broke, nor was 
any person hurt. The river was very 
deep, and the descent to it rocky and 
steep. The oxen of Brother William’s 
wagon going too low, endangered the 
wagon’s being upset, and although our 
hearts frequently misgave us, it was 
brought safely through, though, from 
the depth of the water, all our things 
were wet. 

[Thad made a kind of vow, that if I 
got safely over the Fish River, I would 
offer publie thanks to the Lord, and 
devote myself afresh to his service. 
As soon, therefore, as we had hung 
out our clothes, &c. to dry, we assem- 
bled, read a chapter; and three enga- 
ged in prayer, to thank God for his 
great goodness. Just as we were be- 
ginning our service, we found ourselves 
surrounded by about 100 Caffres,—the 
men armed with assagays ; but, as soon 
as they heard who we were, they laid 
down their weapons, and informed us 
that they were followers of Makanna, 
who taught them to abstain from blood- 
Shedding, theft, witchcrafi, and adul- 
tery. Many begged of us; but one 
woman sat herself down to hear the 
word of Ged. She said she pitied the 
Caffies ; for if they felt what she felt, 
they would have no desire to ask for 
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beads, buttons, &¢. but for the word of 
God. They fol.owel our wagons a 
great way, waile our peopie sang ; and 
they seeined delighted. ‘The poor wo- 
man left the wagons reluctantly. 

We spanned out at a little distance 
from a kraal of Caffres, many of whom 
were present at worship § : and our bro- 
ther Tzatzoo prayed, in that language, 
which seemed to hav ea good eile ct; 
and our peop'e were busy ‘till midnight 
exhorting, &c. 

I7th. We set offearly, and on the 
road were joined by many Caflres 
and at about 10 o’clock the wagons 
spanned out, near the kraals of the 
chief Golana, a man noted for cour- 
age and fierceness. A few of us had 
rode toa kraal to get milk. ‘The chief 
asked whether we were not afraid to 
come into their country ; for, said he, 
if any of their people did but cross the 
Fish River to hunt, they were shot 
dead ; and now we could see that they 
were notso cruel as the English. Their 
women were inuch frightened, and ran 
away, tillthey knew Jan Tzatzoo, who 
conversed long with them. One was 
a woman belouging to his father’s 
kraal. 

Returning to the wagons, we found 
Golana, and a great eoncourse of peo- 
ple with him. Golana told us, with 
great pleasure, what he had heard 

from Makanna; which was nearly the 
same as what we had heard from the 
Caffres the day before. Brother Tzat- 
zoo preached to them in the Caftre 
language. 

On our approach to the kraal of 
Kobus Congo, we were met by nume- 
rous Caffres, all of whom seemed de- 
lighted. ‘Two women, hearing of the 
objeet of our coming, broke out into 
acclamations of praise, that God had 
heard their weak prayers; and new 
they rejoiced that their eyes were per- 
mitted to behold such men as we were ! 
They cried out with tears, Daniyje / 
dankje ! (thanks ! thanks !) 

On our arrival at the kraal, Kobus 
Cengo, two of his brothers, and about 
20 of his chief men, were ready to re- 
ceive us; and each reached out his 
right hand, and shook hands with us. 
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We then had a conference; when the 
chief askeca me the object of our com- 
inginto the country. IL told him, that 
he knew that Jankanna (Dr. Vander- 
kemp) had heen in their country, but 
had been obliged to leave it; but now 
the Gospel was sent te them again: 
that Jankanna had always prayed for 
them, but the door had been shut: 
that God had now opened the door ; 
aid Government hai given permis- 
sion for Mr. Williams and Tzatzoo to 
instruct them; and that we wished to 
know his mind upon the subject. He 
said he was but a young cominie ; and 
although he was much pleased, he 
could not give his sentiments till the 
other chiefs had been consulted; and 
being asked whom he meant, he an- 
swered Geika, Slambi, and Makanna. 
We asked him if he would accompany 
us as far as to Makanna. He said he 
would consult his people, and give an 
answer next day. Golano urged, that 
Kobus should use every endeavour to 
get a Missionary among them. ‘The 
young chiefs asked for presents; but 
said they would wait till the other Caf- 
fres were gone, otherwise they would — 
insist on having a share; therefore, 
after service in the evening, I gave 
them a looking-glass, three knives, 
three handkerchiefs, and three pieces 
of copper ; for which they were very 
thankful. They staid with us till af- 
ter midnight, and then left us, reluc-- 
tantly, to go to rest.

Mission to St. Domingo. 

This is a day of wonders!—the 
hand of the Lord is bringing great 
things to pass! There is a rattling 
among the dry bones in every part of 
the globe ; and there is an increasing 
demand for men of zeal, piety, and 
learning, to prophecy untothem. The 
fields every where appear to be 
whitening unto a glorious harvest. In 
the east and in the west, in the north 
and in the south, the noise of the work- 
men who are prep*ring for the build- 
ing of the church, is on the increase. 
Surely the hearts of Christ’s people 
must rejoice; and they who have 
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The state of New-York affords, in its 
creat number of New settlements, a 
very ample field for the labours of 
Missionaries. A number have been 
employed there. No less than seven 
have been labouring in that State, and 
in the adjoining parts of Peunsylva- 
nia, in the course of the past year, and 
the latter part of 1815. 

Mr. David M. Smith set outon a 
mission, Octeber 15, L814, and con- 
tinued in the service about LS weeks. 
The principal field of his labours was 
in the Holland Purchase, in the west- 
ern part of the State. but, in trav- 
elling to and from that field he, ne- 
cessarily, passed through many vacaut 
se itlements, and had opportunity to 
dispense the word to many who were 
hungering for the word of life. In se- 
veral places in his route, he found a 
serious concern for the salvation of the 
soul, and a solemn and earnest en- 
quiry among sinners after the one 
thing needful. In the town of Bloom- 


field, in particular, a special work of 


srace was then going on; and so great 
was its power, ‘that nearly two hun- 
dred had, hopefully, been brought from 
the darkness of spiritual death, and 
joined themselves to the Lord. He 
proceeded west through the tract of 
country, called the Holland Purchase, 
as far as Bufioloe, spent some time at 
Lewistown, and then turned his course 
and retraced his steps, visiting, again, 
the places where he laboured when 
going out. He was treated with be- 
coming attention—found the peopie, 
generally, disposed to hear the word, 
and much p.eased that Missionaries 
are sent to preach the gospel among 
them. 

The Rev. Oliver Hill commenced 
his mission the 15th of October, 1815, 
and closed the 24th of March follow- 
ing. He laboured principally in the 
counties of Susquehannah, Bradford, 
Luzerne, and Wayne, in Pennsylva- 
nia; and the county of Broome, in 
ihe State of New-York. During his 
mission, which included 18 weeks, he 
travelled 534 miles; preached 80 
times; attended 6 religious confer- 
ences; administered the Lord’s Sup- 
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per 4 times; a dmitted three persons 
into particular churches, and baptized 
one a them; attended 2 funerals; 
visited 8 schools; attended one Asso- 
ciation, and ore Installation ; assisted 
in the ee of one church: and 
visited a great number of families, 
oenuehinnd (vom house to house, as the 
Lord gave him opport mity. He ob- 
serves in his journal, “ Where L have 
travelled, I have met with hospitable 
treatment aud kind reception. The 
good people express their gratitude to 
the Missionary Society of Connecti- 
cut, for their charitable aid, and their 
desire for the continuance of those 
favours.’ 

The Rev. Ebenezer Kingsbury has 
the charge of a church in Harford, 
county of Susquehannah, in the state 
of Pennsylvania. fe has for several 
years performed faithful and laborious 
services, as a Missionary, such a por- 
tion of the time as he was not engaged 
by stipulation with his people to con- 
tinue in their service. He commenc- 
ed a missionary tour in March, 1815,. 
During the remainder of the year, he 
laboured in the destitute settlements, 
visiting private families and schools, 
attending conferences, and dispens- 
ine the word of life. From the month 
of March, 1815, to the end of the year, 
he performed 26 weeks of missionary 
service. During the half year that he 
laboured in the service of the Society, 
in 1815, to the end of the y year, he 
performed 26 weeks of missionary 
service. During the half year that 
he laboured in the service of the So- 

ciety, im 1815, it appears from his 
journal, that he w as faithful to his di- 
vine Master, and discharged his trust 
as a workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed. He rode 1145 miles; 
preached 109 sermons; attended 10 
religious conferences; visited 272 fam- 
ilies; administered the Lord’s Supper 
3 times, and performed in general the 
work of an Evangelist. ‘The scene of 
Mr. Kingsbury’s labours was the coun- 
ties of Luzerne and Susquehannah, in 
Pennsylvania ; and those parts of the 
state of New-York bordering on that 


tract. 
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Mr. Kingsbury found the people, in 
the field of his labours, generally dis- 
posed to attend meetings, and engaged 
to hear the word preached. Fe had 
repeated and pressing invitations to 
visit destitute settlements, with which 
it was not in his power te comply. 

While in seme places sectarians 
prevail, yet he found, even in those 
places, a few professors “ sighing for 
tle sincere milk of the word.” He 
observes, “ The prospect in this re- 
gion brightens in some _ respects.” 
And he adds, “It is very evident that 
the labours of Miss'onaries have been 
blessed in these destitute settlements. 
A number of piaces appear to be en- 
gaged to do something to provide 
themselves with the administration of 
divine truth.” 

By a communication from Mr. 
Kingsbury, dated the 3lst of October, 
1816, it appears that he is performing 
another missionary tour of 6 months. 
Bat as no particular journal of his 
labors has. come to hand, we are not, 
able to state what places he has visit- 
ed, nor how mueh service he hus per- 
formed. ‘Phus much, however, he ob- 
serves—* Since 1 have rode as a Mis- 
sionary, [have not had such pressing 
invitations to visit particular scttle- 
ments as this season. In some places 
have been some revivals of religion, 
but no general awakenings. ‘There is, 
however, an increasing attention to 
the word preached. ‘The meetings 
have been more full and sclemn than 
usual,” 

The latter part of the vear 1815, 
the Rev. William Williams entered 
into the missionary service, and labor- 
ed, with some intermissions, for about 
six months. His field of labor was the 
eounties of Montgomery, Herkimer 
and Saratoga, in the State of New- 
York, lying on, and to the northward 
of Mohawk river. As he travelled he 


visited families and schools, and prea- 
ched from day to day as he could find 
opportunity. 

It appears from his journal that 
Mr. Williams, when he visited the 
same tract of country formerly, had 
the gloomy apprehensious that his la- 
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bours were useless and vain. But ia 
his.late tour he has found occasion to 
alter his opinion. It seems that to 
some, at least, the Lord has blessed 
the word for their conviction, and 
conversion. He speaks of one or two 
towns, in particular, where there hag 
been an increasing attention to reli- 
giou through the summer. The work 
of the Lord has been visible and pow- 
erful in Mayfield, and 26 have been 
added tothe Church. In Salisbury 
the Lord has appeared in his strength, 
and brought 30 to confess his name, 
and join themselves to the number of 
his professed friends. In a number of 
other settlements he found the Lora 
hada few names who would gladly 
hear the word, and were edified and 
comforted by divine faith. 

While these things were refreshing, 
and served to animate and encourage 
him, vet “ Ove thing,” he says, “ has 
greatly tended to mar my spiritual 
comfort. ‘The dreadful destitute state 
of this region, and the thousands that 
are perishing for lack of vision.” 

Mr. Williams travelled about 1100 
miles: preached 184 sermons}; at- 
tended on 7 sacramental occasions: 
baptized 20 children and one adult: 
visited 12 schools, and 216 families. 

The Rev. Samuel Swezey set out 
on a mission to the Holland Purchase, 
April 23, 1816. He prosecuted his 
journey with as much speed as was 
convenient, and arrived at Batavia, 
the first town in the Purchase, on the 
public road to Buffaloe, on the 30th. 
There he appointed a lecture, and 
preached on the evening of his arrival. 

Batavia is a flourishing village, and 
in the town, there is a small congrega- 
tional ehureh, though but one profess- 
or in the village. A goodly number, 
however, are very friendly to Mission- 
aries, and disposed to treat them with 
hospitality and respect. From Bata- 
vin Mr. Swezey went on through the 
scattered settlements, attending meet- 
ings, and preaching from day to day, 
as the Lord was pleased to open the 
door, and give him opportunity. He 
visited as many of the settlements 
in that extensive field as bis time 
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and strength would permit. Though 
he found the people struggling un- 
der all the inconveniences of set- 
tling in a new and uncultivated coun- 
try; and the still greaier calamities 
that have grown out of a late distress- 
ing and ruinous war; vet they were 
disposed to leave their business in the 
most busy season of the year, to at- 
iend meetings, and hear the word of 
life. 

in his tour of 16 weeks, Mr. Swe- 
zey rode 923 miles ; preached 99 
times 3 visited 209 different families ; 
administered the sacrament of the Sup- 
per 6 times; baptized 15 children, 
and perfor med other labours that Pro- 
vidence cast in his way. 

The tract of country where Mr. 
Swezey labored is a very important 
field of missions, and opens an exten- 
sive scene for missionary exertion. 
The country is rapidly populating, but 
in such a new and uncultivated state, 
and the people are struggling under 
suv many cmbarrassments ; ; that, at 
present, they are not able to support 
the gospel. “It is true, therefore, that, 
unless supplied by Missionaries, the: 
many settlements which are already 
formed, and the large number of small 
churches that have begun to exist, 
must remain destitute of a preached 
gospel, and the ordinances of God’s 
house. All the well disposed im that 
region are highly gratified that they 
are thus favoured, and express an ear- 
nest and anxious destre that the favor 
may be continued. 

In the same field the Rev. Jolin 
<pencer has been laboiing, one whole 
year, since the publication of the Nar- 
rative for the last year ending Decem- 
ber, 1815. It appears from “the j jour- 
nal of his travels and services, that 
he had more calls for missionary la- 
bors than he could possibly answer ; 
that, as the country is rapidly settling, 
and ‘the desire to hear the word in- 
creasing, so there are the most press- 
ing calls for the number of Missiona- 
mes to be inereased in that important 
field. Much, however, has been done, 
not only by Mr. Sweze ey, but also by 
Mr. Spetiders The latter, in fulfilling 
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his engagement, commencing in the 
month of October, 1815, waveiled 2023 
miles; preached 298 times; formed 
2 churches; admitted fifteen to the 
communion of different churches ; ad- 
ministered the sacrainent of the Sup- 
ver 19 times; baptized 34 persons ; 
attended 25 prayer meetings, 9 church 
meetings, aud Ll conferences. Mul- 
titudes, of course, in that extensive, 
new, and destitute region, must have 
heard the word, whe, aside from the 
missiouary iisutution, would have re- 
mained witheut the word of the bless- 
ed gospel. Many, probably, have 
been edified and comforted—many in- 
structed; and, as there is reason to 
hepe, some convinced, converted, and 
made to bow to the prince of peace. 

The Rev. William Wisner perform- 
ed asher tinissionary tour in the course 
of the last year. His services were 
confined to the county of Tioga, State 
of ‘New-York. By a communication 
from hin, of March 28, 1816, we learn 
that the delicacy of his health render-. 
ed it necessary for him to retire from 
tiie uiissionary field. Six weeks only 
were spent by him in the service in 
Sis. During that period, he visited 
5 settiemenis; rode 251 miles; prea- 
ehed £9 times; attended 4 conferen- 
ces; examined and received into the 
church 5 members ; administered the 
Lord’s Supper once ; baptized: 2 ad- 
ults and 7 children; and visited fami- 
lies, as his strength and circumstan- 
ces would admit. 

A greater proportion of his labours 
was bestowed on those few settlements 
on account of the siate of religion in 
those parts. In Spencer, Condor, and 
several of the towns in that vicinity, 
there was, at that time, a special at- 
tention to the concerns of the soul. 
Ite speaks of the great need of mis- 
sionary labours, and says, “ In many 
places the language of the people is, 
Come over—and help us.” , 

The Rev. Nathan B. Derrow has 
been in the service of the Society, in 
New Connecticut, a great part of the 
time for seven years. He closed his 


labours there, and took leave of that 
field in the month ef June, 1816, hav- 
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ing accepted of an appointment to 
Indiana and the Illinois territory. He 
observes, 
on leaving the Reserve, [ leave a coun- 
try in which the prospects of religion 
are assuming a most clicering aspect. 
‘The hearts of God’s people are enc ur- 
aged. avany hands are raised in sup- 
plication to God. The churches are 
increasing their strength. gaming in 
numbers, ‘and, I hope, in orace. Nev- 
er have I seen Christians so trembling- 
ly alive .o the concerns of Christ’s 
kingdoin as at the present.” 

During his time of labor in New 
Connecticut, Mr. Derrow travelled 
11,858 miles ; preached 756 times ; 
baptized 128 persons; adininistered 
the Sacramentof the Supper 30 times ; 
and planted 7 churclies ; besides at- 
tending conferences, visiting fatmilies, 
and other occasional services. When 
taking leave of the station where he 
had been employed, for the more dis- 
tant regions to the west, Mr. Derrow 
observes, “I desire, on leaving this 
field of labour, renewedly to dedicate 
inyself to the service of Christ, and to 
be an humble instrument in his hands, 
bn this day of wondrous gr race; of build- 


ing up his glorious cause.’

York, by the name of the New-York 
Evangelical Missionary Society of Young 
Men. 

'The object of this Institution shall 
he, the propagation of the Gospel of 
Jesus Cnrisr. 

Any person recommended by 
least two members as friendly tb the 
object of the Society, and of re- 
eilar moral deportment, may become 
a member, provided he be approved 
by a majority of the Board of Di- 
réctors. 


Every person thus elected, shall 


sign the Constitution, previous to his 

beins admitted to a seat in the So- 
ciety. 

f.very member, at the time of sub- 


“Tam happy to state, that, | 


scribing the Constitution, shall pay a 
sum of not less than Fifty Cents, and 
afterwards a monthly sum of Twenty- 
five Cents. A payment of Fifty Dol- 
‘ars by any member shail be deemed 
a ful! commutation for his monthly 
dues. 

No person shall be eligible as an 
Oiicer or Manager, unless he be be- 


tween twenty-one and forty years of 


age, and a member in full communion 
in some church. 

The Directors shall employ no man 
asa Missionary who does not profess 
sincerely to receive the Shorter Cate- 
chism of the Westminster Assembly 
of Divines, as containing the system 
of doctrines taught in the Holy Scrip- 
tures. 

Members found hostile to the object 
ot this Society, or immoral in their 
conduct, may be excluded by a vote 
of two thirds of the members present 
at a regular meeting.

thoughts rushed upon his mind he 
turned his horse so suddenty as he got 
against Mr. H. that he stopped his 
work, with his axe raised over his 
shoulder in the act of striking another 
blow, and accosted him thus: “t 
want to know, neighbour H. if you 
have made your peace with God? 
Have yon an interest in Christ 5’— 
« Why, I don’t think Ihave,” “ Well, 
jsn’t it time a day ?—Good night.” 
 [sn’t it time a-day ?” said Mr. H. to 
himself. The sun was setting, the 
winter was approaching, and the 
winter of life had already covered his 
head with the frost of age, and he had 
no interest in Christ!! and isn’t it 
time a-day ? 

The faithful Pastor who had been 
sowing his seed in the morning and at 
evening withheld not his hand, had 
rode on some distance, when he 
chanced to look back and saw Mr. Ii. 
standing in the same position he left 
him, with his axe still over his shoulder 

ondering the subject in his heart ; 
the Holy Spirit had applied the ques- 
tion, “ Isn* it time a day?” It still sound- 
ed in his cars; this “ was as a nail 
fastened by the masters of assemblies.” 
It followed him to his bed, bui ‘ve could 
not sleep: the sabbath came, but it 
was no day of rest to him; the Holy 
Spirit had convinced him it was time 
a-day; he went to see his minister in 
the anguish of his soul; for the first 
time in his life he thought himself a 
lost and ruined sinner; with deep con- 
trition he sought an interest in Christ, 
and, although it was at the eleventh 
hour when he found it was time a-day, 
his Lord accepted him, and gave him 
that peace which the world had never 
given, and can never take away.
